FOREWORD 


THOSE  familiar  with  Mr.  Sack's  past  sales  held  at  these  galleries  will 
readily  appreciate  the  quality  of  the  collection  that  he  now  offers  when 
we  state  that  the  high  standard  of  quality  which  has  alw  ays  characterized 
his  sales  is  fully  maintained  here.  Noteworthy  among  the  furniture  is  a 
New  Hampshire  highboy  [No.  490]  of  maple,  coated  with  a  reddisli  stain 
or  varnish,  which  typifies  the  best  traditions  of  New  England  domestic  cratt. 
The  piece  is  distinguished  hv  its  fretted  and  scrolled  gallery  and  numerous 
carved  fans,  or  sunbursts,  and  is  said  to  be  peculiar  to  this  locality.  The 
oak  court  cupboard  [No.  491]  formerly  in  the  Waters  Collection  will 
create  considerable  interest  because  of  its  great  rarity  and,  despite  a  certain 
amount  of  restorations,  its  high  aesthetic  value  as  an  outstanding  example 
of  'Pilgrim'  cabinetwork.  It  has  been  illustrated  in  several  of  the  reference 
works  on  the  subject.  A  Philadelphia  origin  is  claimed  for  the  set  of  six 
Chippendale  chairs  of  the  ladder-back  \  ariety  [No.  460].  These  chairs 
retain  their  old  patina  and  are  one  of  the  few  sets  to  appear  at  auction 
for  a  considerable  number  of  years.  A  William  and  Mary  highboy  in  burl 
walnut  [No.  483],  having  six  baluster-  or  trumpet-turned  legs  and  ball 
feet,  is  one  of  the  few  that  has  survived  in  its  original  state  and  merits 
high  praise. 

About  fifty  lots  of  silver  comprise  a  choice  \  ariety  of  tankards,  por- 
ringers, mugs,  teapots,  creamers,  ladles  and  other  pieces  by  Boston,  Rhode 
Island,  New  York,  and  Philadelphia  silversmiths  dating  from  the  reign  of 
Queen  Anne  to  that  of  George  III.  Outstanding  in  this  group  are  the 
dome-top  tankard  by  Samuel  Minott  of  Boston,  [No.  387],  the  punch  ladle 
by  George  Hanners,  Boston,  [No.  385],  and  the  shaped  mug  by  Joseph 
Edwards,  Boston,  [No.  390].  Silver  of  American  origin  ranks  above  all 
other  objects  of  this  genera  in  the  appeal  that  it  holds  for  collectors  of 
Americana.  This  is  easily  understood  when  one  considers  the  vicissitudes 
of  fortune  and  hazards  to  domestic  tranquillity  which  necessarily  were  the 
lot  of  early  colonists. 

Early  American  glass,  Staffordshire  and  Liverpool  ware.  Oriental 
Lowestoft  porcelain,  and  the  usual  complementary  small  objects  comprise 
the  balance  of  the  sale.  In  concluding,  we  beg  to  draw  attention  to  the 
following:  where  we  are  in  doubt  as  to  the  American  origin  of  a  particular 
piece,  the  designation  (English  or  American)  has  been  omitted  in  the  cata- 
logue, it  being  our  desire  to  leave  the  question  of  nationality  open.  This 
applies  largely  to  the  mirrors,  concerning  which  there  have  alw  ays  been  two 
schools  of  thought.  We  also  stress  the  fact  that  Mr.  Sack  guarantees  every 
piece  to  be  as  described  in  the  catalogue.
